2. A large quantity of industrial raw materials and agricultural products are sent 

from North Korea and Chinese Communist-controlled Manchuria to the USSR via 

the highway mentioned above. Those products sent from Manchuria are sent 

by rail to Hunchun and via the new highway to Poe “yet. From North Korea, 

the shipments go by rail to a point south of Kyonghung, by truck to Kyonghung 

and thence to Poe 2 * * * * * * 9 yet by way of the highway and the spur branching off at 

Novaya Uorevnaya (130-30 , 42-40). Soviet merchant shipping takes the supplies 

from Foe’yet to various parts of the USSR. 
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Truck assembly areas have been located at the

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following points along the Hunchun- 
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This system provides for the servicing and replacement of vehicles that break 
down along the route, shelter for the trucks and major and minor repairs at 
either end of the route. 
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Of the truck driver*: employed in this transportation system (number not stored) , 
forty-five percent are Soviet nationals, thirty-five percent axe Chinese and 
twenty percent Koreans*

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Military and industrial supplies have been sent to the Chinese Goamunist areas 
of Manchuria from the Maritime Provi nce since March 1947 in exchange for Man- 
churian agricultural products. . Supplies to and 

frvjQ the Maritime Province have been routed over the Voroshilov {131-55, 43-47) 
Suifenho (131-09, 44-23) railroad. At Suifenho, the supplies from the Maritime 
Province are re-routed to Harbin, Chiamuesu (130-21, 46-49) and other key points 
in Chinese Communist territory. 

It is not clear whether the figures given in paragraph 7 
are exclusive of those given in paragraph 5; it is probable that figures cited 
in the paragraphs below apply exclusively to shipments over the Voroshilov- 
Suifenho railway. )
